This funding needs to come 
from ASI and they have to approve the 
uillay. This may change in the near 

ture with a mandatory dollar fee in 
rease for all students and the taking of 
funding control from ASI 

The poliucal reasons are harder to 
pinpoint. The response by Larissa 

mmpkains, CSSA Director of Univer 
ity Affairs, when asked if it was polit 
al was, “Ot course.” She went on to 
ex"ain Urat Our campus as well as 
most other large campuses tended to 
be more conservative than the tone of 
the CSSA board 

Patnck Bergen, our campus repre 
sentative al CSSA, says, “First of all, 
partisan politics have no place in stu 
fent government, and it’s not hard to 
be nght of the CSSA board.” 

Bergen was asked by ASI President 
Steve Henderson to spend the year ob 
serving CSSA and to report on it at the 
upcoming budget meeungs. In reality , it 
was CSUS putung CSSA on a year’s 
probauion before reconsadenng funding 

| foel it’s ume to revisit the issue," said 


Henderson, “Patnck had experience 
with CSSA at Cal State Bakersfield so 
we chose him.” Henderson stressed 
that by no means does this mean budget 
approval for CSSA 
Bergen proved very capable at his 
job, so good in fact that dues paying 
members recently changed the by-laws 
to eliminate any influence CSUS had 
on the board. “Patnck’s a smart guy 
and he started to influence others tx 
cause he made sense,” according to 
ASI Vice President of Finance J.} 


Werlin, “When that happened, they

A current ASI presidenual candi 
date Werlin “has problems” when tt 
comes to CSSA, but in a speech belor 
a student group Tuesday night, said he 
was open to ideas on the subject. “The 
question 1s whether 1 is betier to do ut 
from within, or try to form our own 
group.” 

“Parusan poliucs does not belong in 
student politics,’ Werlin says, echoing 
Bergan, “the only party in student gov 
emment ts the student 

John Carlson, the other candidate 
for ASI president, says quite bluntly, 
“We should enher take CSSA over 
with the other disaffected schools, or 
form our own lobbying organizauon.” 

Though CSSA is a non-parusan 
group, two stances they chose to high 
light in their most recent press release 
February 23, 1995, give some clue to 
their poliucs. They opposed AB 223 
and Assembly Consttuuonal Amend 
ment 2 because they seek to limit Affir 
mative Acuon. They also supported 
AB 81, an anti-Prop 187 bill 


Other less partisan stances they took 
on behalf of students were an exten 
sion of the 10% fee cap law, an addi 
uonal student trustee on the CS U board, 
and facilitating student representauon 
on the California Student Aid Com 
mission 

The adding of a student trustee 1s a 
major agenda item for CSSA. They 
choose the three nominees that are then 

ent to the governor for selecuon. The 
selectce then hecomes a part of the 
gOvemor § administravon

Governor Wilson ‘enchanted at the 
prospect’ of Presidential candidacy 


ARLINGTON, Va. (AP) ~ Cali 
fornia Gov. Pete Wilson, exploring a 
possible run for president, said Sat 
urday he can’t think of any circum 
stance that would discourage him 
from seeking the GOP nomination 
next year 

Wilson, ina luncheon speech to 
media executives, also said he was 
enchanted at the prospect of becom 
ing the “missing piece” of the puzzle 
the Republican-controlled Congress 
needs to Carry Out its revoluuonary 
agenda 

Asked by an audience member 
about circumstances that would dis 
suade him from entering what's shap 
ing up to be a crowded Republican 
primary field, Wilson tersely re 
sponded: “I can’t think of any.” 

Wilson, who only last week an 
nounced formation of a committee 
to examine his chances of winning 
the party nod, recited his record as 
governor during brief remarks and 
said he'd do for the country what 
he's done for California 

! look for great change, but ot 
course the fascinating and exciting 
thing to me as a potenual candidate 
is the opportunity to be the missing 


prec ¢," he said 


Wilson said that as a president 
with a Republican-controlled Con 
gress, he would get the chance to 
‘sign the kind of legislauon ... that 
can bring about the kind of change 
for America that I’m thinking about.’ 

Wilson said he was concerned
